Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "30" has been used to designate both frame and bearing 
support bracket assembly. Correction is required. 

2. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated.

Ctaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Applicant discloses that the support plate is "substantially parallel" to the base plate. Is 
applicant disclosing that there is a gap between the base plate and the support plate? 
Are both plates touching each other? What degree of angle would be considered 
"substantially parallel"? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to tiie date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wang. 
Wang discloses a bracket assembly for a dynamo electric machine comprising: 
a base plate 32 and a bracket support assembly 41 extending from said base plate, said 
bracket support assembly comprising a first end plate, a second end plate and a 
support member connected to at least one support plate (see figure 1). Also, the base 
plate and support plate are substantially planar and are substantially parallel to each 
other. Moreover, the bracket support assembly further comprises at least one 
intermediate end plate located between said first end plate and said second end plate 
(see figure 1 ) and the support memben is curved, at least one intermediate end 
extending radially from the support member. Also, at least one support plate comprises 
a semi-annular plate (see figure 3) and the base plate and said bracket support 
assembly form at least one enclosure. Wang further discloses that the bracket is 
symmetrical and the intermediate region comprises an arc segment. 
Also, the dynamoelectric machine comprising: 

a frame 20, a stator 71 disposed in said frame and comprising a stator bore (see figure 
3, claim 1), a rotor 12 within said stator bore and comprising a rotor shaft 30, 
a bearing assembly 163 for supporting said rotor shaft 30 and facilitating 
rotational movement thereof.
